HOWLING MOB MASSACRES 
GREEKS 


SOUTH OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 21.—For 
hours this afternoon and tonight the 
streets of South Omaha were in the 
hands of a mob of 5,000 citizens and 
packing-house workers engaged in beat 
ing end shooting Greek laborers in reta 
liation for the murder of Policeman 
Lowry by a Greek Friday night. 

At W o'clock tonight the streets are 
in the hands of the mob. Threo citizen» 
have been shot and wounded by the 
Greeks, and many have been wounded 
by bricks. As many as half a hundred 
have been beaten and wounded, thei 
houses have been wrecked, and at thir 
hour the lights of five fires can be seen 
in the Greek section of the town, all set 
by the mob. At the same hour a con 
flict has just been reported from the In 
dian Mill district of the town, where 2 
Greeks aro making a stand against 50 
riotera. 

Three petitions were circulated callin, 
4 masse mocting for Sunday afternoon t 
protest against the Greeks and with th 
svowed purpose of running the Greek» 
from the city, At the appointed tin 
this afternoon 10,000 men, mostly pack 
ing-howse workers, thronged the streets 
Following the meeting, the advanced up 
on the Greeks’ quarters. All Sunda 
morning Cireeks were leaving the cit 
but hundreds refused to be driven out 
aod pared for trouble, Lown "N 
at. the crowd went, attacking ever 
Greek store along the street, Most o 
these were completely wrecked, At 25t! 
and “N" a big Greek stood in his door 
way armed with a vevolver, As th 
crowd appeared he fired five shots at th 
leaders and then escaped through th 
bac kdoor of his place, which wa 
wrecked by the crowd, None of his bul 
lets took effect. Every Greek boarding 
house was attacked, and Crook afte 
Greek beaten into insensibility, At 26t 
and Q streets a crowd of Greeks wer 
cornered in a saloon and attacekd, The 
were armed with shotguns and fired di 
rectly imto the crowd, after which the 
threw away their guns and escaped int 
the railroad yards. hTree of them wer 
wounded at this place, At 22nd and © 
streets hundreds of Greeks armed with
